awakened and throngs o£ people were soon 
traversing the streets, which in honor of 
IJeutenairt Sreely and his men were gay 
with festoons ef flowers and flags. The 
hartxx was fil(erl with eraft of every sort, 
and in ad of them were anxious people. 


At 10:80 a. in., amid considerable en- 


thnaiasm. Commander Scliley, Lieutenant 
Emory and Commander CofTm diseinbarkeA 
Poltowliig thcin wore other oflicars of the 
Greoly relief expedition and the sailors of 
the Thetis, Bear and Alert. Tliuy were en- 
thusiastically greeted as they landed, and 
tlie crowd pressed forward

went up when Lieutenant Greely was dis- 
covered -with his comrades coining towards 
the landing in the Admiral's barge.

As 
he and his companions alighted all crowded 
to welcome him. Greely leaned upon

Hia comrades received much attention. Tlie 
sailors of the relief squadron were greeted 
with applause, and the ovation was contin- 
ued through tlie entire route. 
Commander 


Stiiley,. Lieutenant Emory and Commander 
Coffin were received with tremendous ap- 
pfaiise. So were Secretary Chandler, (jeii- 
eral Hazen, Commodore Wells and Acting 
Adniiral Luce. 


At 11:20 the procession began its march 


and was witnessed by crowds of people in 
the streets through which it passed. As the 
bead of t!ie procession noared the llockini;- 
ham Uouse,wherc Lieutenant Greely and (lie 
survivors were waiting, tlie pressure of tlie 
crowd became so great that the column was 
delayed several minutes. Lieutenant Gree- 
ly and comrades were seated upon a bal- 
cony, and cheer after cheer greeted him. 
As the crews of the Tlietis, Bear nnd Alert 
passed. Lieutenant (Ireely bowed very low, 
and seemed to look his gratitude to the men 
who-so recently rescued him from an Arctic 
grave. The scene wits very affecting- 


After tlie procession had passed the hotel 


Lieutenant- Greely and 
his party were 


driven to a grand stand, where they again 
reviewed the column and 
received the 


plaudits of the multitude. 
Among 
the 


prominent pei'soiiaKes on the stand were 
Secretary Chandler, General Hazen. Gov- 
ernor Hale, wayui imiiirup, uf t>u*t,-i, me 
Mayor of Newburyport, Samuel J. Randall, 
the officers of the relief expedition and 
North Atlantic squadron, and members of 
tlie city governments of many New ICnglaml 
cities. The procession disbiindecl at two 
o'clock, and-the guests at once were enter- 
tained by a dinner given by the city. 


The meeting of citizens in Music Hall last 


evening, to extend the official welcome of 
tha city to Lieutenant Greely and his sur- 
viving companions, was largely attended, 
-and was characterized by unbounded, en- 
thusiasm." Many distinguished persons were 
present 
Tho meeting was called to order 


by Kov. W. A. McGintry. Rev. W. H. Al. 
der made a prayer and was followed by 
Mayor Treat, ot Portsmouth. 
Secretary 


Chandler was choten to act as Cliairm m of 
the meeting.. Mr. Chandler, in his address, 
told the-story of the organization and object 
of the 'Greely expedition, and related the 
history of the successful effort Commander 
Schley and his comrades made to rescue 
Greely, and paid a deserved tribute to ail 
concerned. 


Governor Butler, Senator ilale and Hon. 


Samuel J. Jfandall followed with short ad- 
drosses. Secretary 
Chandler here 
an- 


nounced toftt it was impossible for Lieuten^ 
ant Greely and his party to bo present ow- 
ing to the fatigue incident to the day's cere- 
hiouies. He then introduced G. A. Is'es- 
mith, brother of Mrs. Greely, who feelingly 
thanked Secretary Chandler and Command- 
ers Schley and Coffin and Lieutenant Emery 
for then- work of rescue. He was evident- 
ly much affected with emotion, and his ref- 
erence to Lieutenant and Mrs. Greely's grat- 
itude was very touching. 
Kcsmith read a 


letter of thanks from Lieutenant Greely. 


General Butler was introduced amid tre- 


meudous applause. He spoke feel ing ly of 
his early acquaintance with Greely, whom 
tie described as a sad-eyed student of ex- 
ploration and travel.

ing? His Female Companion from 


a Horrible Pate. 


Over a Million Lost. 


FIERCE FIwUfES IN JKnSEY CITY. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 5.—A terrible explo- 


sion of gas occurred in tho ferry-house of 
tbe Pennsylvania Railroad, at the foot of 
Exchange place, Jersey City, at half-past 
eleven o'clock last night. In a few seconds 
the entire structure was in a blaza. There 
were only a few persons in the ferry-house 
at the time, and all are reported as having 
made their escape except Abraham Good- 
man, twenty-one years old, of this city, and 
Jennie Pollock, nineteen years old, also of 
this city, who were cut off by the flames 
and had to make a desperate fight for their 
lives. The young woman's dress caught 
fire and in a few minutes it was in a blaze. 
Her companion caught her in his arms, and 
after 
a 
heroic 
effort 
succeeding in 


smothering the fire, but had the flesh 
burned from his hands and arms in doing 
no. Tlie ticket-takers, .Robert M. Jones 
and 
William E. 
Backus, had hardly 


time to rush from the building before the 
place where they stood was a mass of 
names. An alarm was quickly given and 
the entire firs department of Jersey City 
was turned out; but they were (Hi itory in 
getting to the scene, and the flames hart con- 
trol of everything. 
The fleet of fire-boats 


owned 
by ' the Pennsylvania 
Rail- 


road 
was

work was soaking wet from the rain, the 
tire burned with marvelous rapidity, and 
the furry-house and olJicss overhead were 
soon a mass of ruins. The ilames then 
crept northward along to the east end of the 
passenger depot, which is -still blazing 
fiercely at this hour—four a. in. 


The oil hou.se and storehouse which lay 


in .the path of the flames were also de- 
stroyed. 
The fire also spread toward the 


river, burning up the slips ami causing 
the ferry service to this city to bo tliscon- 
tinued. 


It is impossible to get at anything like a 


correct knowledge of tho losses and insur- 
ance. The night superintendent of the 
ferry, tlie depot master, and minor officials 
of tlie Pennsylvania Railroad were in dense 
ignorance as to the value of the property 
destroyed. The best estimates make the 
Pennsylvania liailroad -Company lose 5'285,- 
000 on the depot and 33(10,000 on theferry- 
hpuse floats and docks. The Ked-Star line 
pier next south to tlie ferry-house will bo 
almost a total loss, which is placed all tbe 
way from 540.000 to 580,000, while the Ad- 
ams Express Company pier, next north to 
the ferry, will be a total loss, with most of 
its contents, consisting of general express 
matter and light freight. 
On the pier the 


loss is fully twenty-live thousand dollars, 
but no estimate can be made of the loss on 
freight, as the books were not made up at 
tlie close of the night's business. The total 
loss is placed at fully SI,300,000 at this 
hour, but as tho firu is still burning north- 
ward with considerable visor, the total 
given will be largely increased. 


Dr. S. H. Vehslage, ot '313 East Eight- 


eenth street, this city, had just purchased 
his ticket to come across the rivor when tho 
explosion occurred, lie was struck on the 
head with flying timbers aud broken glass. 
He was attended by a physician. Abraham 
Goodman and Jennie Pollock were brought 
to this city, and an amualauce conveyed 
them to Bellevue Hospital. 


A man who was standing near tho ferry- 


house when the explosion occurred says it 
was caused by leaky pipes beneath tho 
floor. 
The noise was like the exploding o£ 


a cannon, and the buiidin? was shattered 
to pieces. This was followed by sheets of 
flames-shooting high in the air, and iu less 
time than it takes to writa it all around 
was a roaring mass of Ilames. Captain 
Backus, the ticket-seller, wns hurled against 
a post, and had his left leg and back badly 
hurt, his escape from death being rcmarku 
ble.
